THE following letter was dictated immediately after

« MY SON, my Vitals. In the world of Em- 
pire, I uriavoidably adviſed you by the will of God; but 
as it was not the divine pleaſure, you did not hearken to 
my advice with ſatisfaction. I now depart a ſtranger, 
and with the tenderneſs of a father regret your inexperi- 
ence and want of knowledge. Of what advantage is 
ſin? Whatever I have done I bear the fruit thereof my- 
ſelf, It is very vexatious: I came alone, and muſt go 
alone: He that would have kept me company has de- 
parted twelve days before me. Notwithſtanding I now 
look upon my friend, - I have nothing but deſpair in my 
eyes. My back is bent, and my feet have loſt their mo- 
tion. The breath which I breathe is reſolved to leave 
my narrow breaſt. I have committed many ſins: what 
will be the conſequence of them? The troops from the 
reflection on this event, are ſittinghalf dead with diſtrac- 
tion, and wiſhing their own diffolution before mine. 
Tho' God is all-ſufficient to protect my ſubjects 
and ſervants, yet it is alſo incumbent on my Sons, 
and Emirs to do it: while I poſſeſſed vigour of 
being, no protection was wanted for them; God only 
knows what will befall them now: But you with whom 
I leave them in depoſit; have the hand of power, and will 
find that their protection is neceſſary from external mo- 
tives. Allijah is alſo near at hand: God forbid that 
true believers ſhould be ſlain, and by their death brin 
a puniſhment upon my head. Committing you a 


your children to God, I myſelt am departing in great and 
* | „ inexpreſſible 
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inexpreſſible torture. The Empreſs, from knowing my 


ſituation, is in deep affliction; and Heiyat un Niſſa, who 
never ſaw any thing from her infancy, is perplexed in a 
labyrinth of grief. Your mother who, like me, is very 
dangerouſly ill, intends perhaps to attend the ſtirrup of 
this frail mortal. "Thoſe born in my houſe and the at- 
dants of the preſence, notwithſtanding they ſhew wheat, 
are no more than venders of barley, and at a diſtance from 
you, which renders it more neceſſary that you ſhould en- 
deavour to make ſome uſe of them. At all events com- 
mit yourſelf to God, and that will be ſufficient. My 
intention was to adviſe you; TI have done ſo: I reſign you 
to God and depart:” 

Alfter having ſaid this, Aurung-zebe gave up the ghoſt, 
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
